Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1, 2, 11, 12 and 21 are allowed because the closest prior art, Shew et al. 
(US Patent 6,530,032) in view of Lee et al. (US Patent Application Publication 
2002/0060985), fails to anticipate or render obvious the concept restoring link after node 
failure in a MPLS network, by setting up a recovery path. The label switching router 
(LSR) sending a failure message including label switching paths processed as protection 
groups, to a LSR located two or more stages upstream(claims 1,11, and 21) down 
streams (claims 2 and 12), in combination with all other limitations in the claim (s) as 
defined by applicant.

Shew et al. discloses path recovery in a MPLS network, but does not setup a 
control LSP, sending a control LSP message. 

Lee et al. discloses high speed rerouting in a MPLS network to reduce packet loss, 
but does not send a failure message including label switching paths processed as 
protection groups.
